Latest reports show that in the oil dis- 
tricts alone 200, if not more, have either fost 
their lives or are £0 badly 
injured that they cannot recover. 
The most reliable estimates at noon to-day 
placed the casualties resulting from the ex- 
plosion of yesterday at 160 killed, 250 seriously 
injured, and 300 slightly injured. 

The firemen, assisted by the military, 
worked thioughoutthe night, the parties at 
work being relieved hourly, on account of 
the intense beat and the otherwise exhaustive 
character of the work. Many of the workers 
fainted and were conveyed to the huspitais 
On stretobers,their parched and smoke- black - 
ened faces presenting a sickening sight. 

The efforts of the fremen were directed to 
confining the fretothe sheds and factories 
within the dry dock. Su wmilllion litres of 
petroleum are ablaze and the indications are 
that the fre will burn until Monday before 
exhausting itself. 

HORRORS OF THE SCENB. 
At the moment of the explosion aad the out- 
break of the fre many workmen on the docks 
jumped into the Scheidt and were drowned. 
Anumder of sailors and customs officers were 
killed on board the ships by flying bullets, 
‘with which the sides and rigging of the ves- 
sels were riddied. Itis estimated that 2,000 
tons of cartridges exploded. The report of 
the explosion was beard thirty miles, and the 
volumes of smoke arising exceeded that of 


any of Europe's greatest batties. 


Heads, legs, arms and other fragments of 
human bodies were found a mile distant from 
the scene of the explosion. One hundred and 
thirty whole corpses were taken to the Morgue 
and charred beaps of human flesh and bones, 
representing au unkthown quantity of baman- 
ity, are also piled in the dead bouses.

fot Overtime. The postponement in the dop- 
tion of the new rates was somewhat disap- 
pointing to the men, but they generally feel 
that their victory is of sosweeping a character 
that they can afford to give the employers 
a little time in which to become reconciled to 
defeat, and besides the increase, beginning 
on January 1, will come at a time when it will 
be most needed. The directors of the dock 
companies, in their letter accepting the pro- 
posals for a settlement of the strike présented 
to then by the Lord Mayor, Sir John Lub- 
bock, Cardinal Manning afd the Bishop of 
London, back down completely behind a bul- 
wark of miserably eonceived subterfuges and 
evasions. 


A POTENT INFLUENCE. 

The directors profess to have been influenced 
in their action entirely by the peretasions of 
the eminent gentlemen comprising the vol 
untary Visiting committee which waited 
upon them, and represent that they 
defer to the Lord Mayor’s great influence and 
his expressed fears thata prolongation of the 
strike would result ina serious breach of the 
public peaee; otherwise they might have acted 
differentiy. This is all very well as far as it 
goes, but as it is now pretty well known that 
the directors have for the last three days been. 
casting about for some means of escaping 
from their dilemma short of abject surrender, 
Nobody is deceived by the patronizing tone of 
theif note. These obstinate gentle men, how- 
ever, cannot refrfin from giving the Lord 
Mayor and bis colleagues a dig under the ribs 
in taking occasion to bemoan the practice of 
outside meddling between employers and em- 
ployes, which they cannot but regard as a 
dangerous departure, and they are con- 
strained to predict far-reaching consequences 
In the future from such interference. 

BURNS A HERO. 

To-morrow’s mass-meeting in Hyde Park, 
which like last Sunday's meeting, wes cailed 
as a meeting of protest and defiance, will con- 
sequently be turned into a meeting of jubila- 
tion. The happy ending of the strike and the 
results achieved are almost entirely dus to 
the efforts of John Burns, whom the press are 
Calling a modern Masaniello. Certainly Burns 
nas condacled the strugale in behalf of the 
men in a Masterful manner and too much 
credit cannot be bestowed upon him for the 
bloodiess victory he bas won. 

Messrs. Kier, Hardy and R. Cunningham 
Graham, M. P., are at the head of the move- 
mentto run Burns as Parliamentary candidate 
for Dundee. Tue Liberal Association want 
Mr. Plimsoll and may make & strong fight for 
his nomination; nevertheless, Burns will ac- 
ceptthe candidacy and his election is be 
lieved to be certain. 

TRADES UNION CONGRESS. 

The principal resolutions adopted by the 
Trades Unions Congress at Dundee, represent- 
ing over eight hundred thousand working- 
men, demand the payment of salaries to 
members of Parliament; an eight-hour bill 
for employes in mines; the exolusion of 
foreign labor and land nationalization. The 
only important resolution rejected by the 
congress was one demanding a general eight- 
hour standard. 

GAS-LIGHT MEN GET AN BIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

The action of the directors of the London 
Gas-Light 4 Coke Co. Im conceding to 
their employes an eight-hour day, is of con- 
siderable interest at the present moment. In 
the current report the directors recognize 
that during the past half year a movement 
has taken piace among the stokers employed 
by the company in favor of shorter hours 
of duty. Under the system t 
now in operation, the gangs have worked in 
two shifte of twelve hours each. The carbon- 
izing staff, however, although nominally on 
duty twelve bours, have never actually been 
at work more than six, the remaining six 
hours being devoted to rest and meals. Sunday 
working between the hours of 6 a.m and 6p. m. 
has been reduced to a minimum and is prac- 
tically abolished, exoept in cases of exigency 


of weather, when the men engaged se- 
cure additional pay at the rate 
of 50 per cent. The directors 


| state that there is some ground for supposing 
thatata three-shift system, eight hours in- 
stead of two shifts of twelves hours each, 
would, though necessarily more expensive to 
the company, be better for the men and ena- 
ble them to Garry on their work under the 
least trying conditions. They have, there- 
tore, reduced the day's work from twelve 
hoursto sight hours, witha proportionate 
redaction ia the numbet of retorts to be 
charged and drawn, and they believe that un- 
der the new system they will, while improv- 
ing their condition, obtain more efficient work 
from the men, The increased cost of carbon 
izing in consequence of more men being re- 
quired will amount to about $250,000 a year.

In this sense and from the 
polnt ot view of the three powers the alliance 
is well founded. There may be private opin- 
ions as to the tenure by which Germany holds 
Alsace-Lorraine or Austria some of her 
Slavonic provinces, but mo one doubts that 
there may de eventualities in which Germany 
would be called upon to defend the One and 
Austria the other. That Italy has an equally 


strong motive for joining tue combina- 
tion is „not to outside observers be- 
yond doubt, but at any rate the 


Italian Governinent has hitherto been satisfied. 
The Triple Alliance is therefore a reality and 
fairly accords with what the powers concerned 
deem political necessities. But it is ote thing 
to admit the value of this alliance to Germany, 
Austria and Italy, or even to believe that no 
arrangement could better meet the actual in- 
tereste ot those countries, and it is quite 
another matter to argue that Great Britain 
should join the combination. Ithas been well 
said that ‘the greatest of British interests 
is peace,’ and the German statesmen who are 
so anxious to secure the co-operation 
of Great Britain are never weary of 
describing their alliance as the ‘peace 
league.’ Such expressions are misleading. 
A war, itis true, is aceompanted by such un- 
easiness and suffering which it is almost im- 
possible to exagwerate, and a European war 


would in any ease be little less than a disaster | 


to England, but to avold war cannot be the 
paramount object of any policy. It is not the 
object of the Triple Alliance. The allied pow- 


ers aim at the preservation of their 
territories and to secure this heve 
agreed to make war at any moment. 


Even in England's case there are some on- 
siderations in which the preservation of peace 
lasécondary. Peace, then, cannot be guar- 
anteed by a poltoy which alms only at the 
avoidanceof war.

Both propositions are 
unsupported by the facts, Proprietors of the 
best milis in Lancashire have joinedin the 
short-time movement, and are as anxious 4s 
others for ite suecess, a fact which can only 
be properly appreciated by those who know 
how heavy are the fixed ex- 
penses of a spinning or manufacturing 
establishment, and how costly the process of 
lessening production. Asfor the erection of 
spinning mills, everybody in Lancashire 
knows that new mille, either being built or 
recently opened, are exceedingly few. Nor 
can it de said that the present scarcity is due 
to any serious increase of constimption by 
English spinners, The average weekly de- 
liveries tothe trade“ from Liverpool are 
ne rly 1,500 bales less than last year. Even of 
American cotton English spinners have not 
taken within 1,000 bales per week of the 
amount taken in 1888. Still the ‘‘visible 
supply of American cotton is less than it 
was twelve months ago. Why then should 
there be this year such scarcity as to force up 
prices to the famine point? The answer ie, 
said @ leading cotton broker, that the con- 
tinental and United States spinners have been 
able by the better state of trade in recent 
years to take a larger proportion of American 
cotton. English spinners have thus to face 
competitors who are not compelled every 
autumn to resort to short time. It is certain 
that prices of cotton goods in the market sup- 
plied from Manchester can not be raised suf- 
ficiently to cover the advanced priceof raw 
cotton and the fact remains that the markets 
supplied by English cotton manufacturers are 
less elastic, less responsive to an upward 
movement than those supplied by American 


and continental rivals.“

BURNS A HERO.

GAS-LIGHT MEN GET AN BIGHT-HOUR Dar. 
The action of the directors of the London 
Gas-Light 4 Coke Co. in Gonceding to 
their employes an eight-hour day, is of con- 
siderable interest at the present moment. In 
the current report the directors recognize 
that ‘‘during the past half year a movement 
has taken place among the stokers employed 
by the company in favor of shorter hours 
of duty. Under the system till 
now in operation, the gangs heave worked in 
two shifts of twelve hours each. The carbon- 
izimg stall, however, although nominally on 
duty twelve bours, have never actaally been 
at work more than six, the remaining six 
hours being devoted to rest and meals. Sunday 
working between the hours of 6 a.m and 6p. m. 
has been reduced to a minimum and is prac- 
tically abolished, exoept in cases of exigency 
of weather, when the men engaged se- 
cure additional pay at the rate 
of 50 per cent. The directors 
state that there is some ground for supposing 
tut at a three-shift system, eight houre in- 
stead of two shift of twelves hours each, 
would, though necessarily more expensive to 
the company, be better for the men and ena- 
bie them te Garry on their work under the 
least trying conditions. They have, there- 
tore, reduced the days work from twelve 
hours to sight hours, witha proportionate 
redaction in the numbet of retorts to be 
charged and drawn, and they believe that un- 
der the new system they will, while improv- 
ing their condition, obtain more efficient work 
from the men, The increased cost ot carbon. 
izing in consequence of more men being re- 
quired will amount to about $250,000 a year.

That combination is a defensive league for the 
mutual guarantee between the parties of their 
several positions. In this sense and from the 
point of view of the three powers the alliance 
is well founded. There may be private opin- 
ions as to the tenure by which Germany holds 
Alsace-Lorraine or Austria some of her 
Slavonic provinces, but no one doubts that | 
there may be eventualities in which Germany 
would be called upon to defend the one and 
Austria the other. That Italy has an equally 


strong motive for joining thé ¢ombina- 
tion is „not to outside observers be- 
yond doubt, but at any rate the 


Italian Government has hitherto been satisfied. 
The Triple Alliance is therefore a reality and 
fairly accords with what the powers concerned 
deem political necessities. But it is ofe thing 
to admit the value of this alliance to Germany, 
Austria and Italy, or even to believe that no 
arrangement could better meet the actual in- 
tereste ot those sountries, and it is quite 
another matter to argue that Great Britain 
should join the combination. Ithas been well 
said that ‘the greatest of British interests 
is peace,’ and the German statesmen who are 
80 anxious to secure the co-operation 
of Great Britain are never weary of 
describing their alliance as the ‘peace 
league.’ Such expressions are misleading. 
A war, itis true, is accompanied by such un- 
easiness and suffering Which it is almost im- 
possible to exagwerate, and a Kuropean war 
would in any ease be little less than a disaster 
to England, but to avold war cannot be the 
paramount object of any policy. It is not the 
object of the Triple Alliance. The allied pow- 
ers aim at the preservation of their 
territories and to secure this have 
agreed to make war at any moment. 
Even in Engiand’s case there are some on- 
siderations in which the preservation of peace 
lasécondary. Peace, then, cannot be guar- 
anteed by a policy which alms only at the 
avoidanceof war. But the unnecessary quar- 
rels and unnecessary wars can be averted by 
keeping clear of those aims and those inter- 
ests with which England bas no direct con- 
cern. This is the meaning of Mr. Gladstone's 
maxim that it is agrine:ple of foreign policy 
to avoid needless and entangling engage- 
ments.

Prices Put So High that English Spinners 
Cannot Use It Profitably.

English spinners have adopted ‘‘short time’’ 
for another month. Attempts have been 
made to show that the present difiicalty is one 
with which only the least equipped and worst 
managed mills have to contend, and it has 
been asserted that the erection of new mills is 
going on unchecked. Both propositions are 
unsupported by the facts. Proprietors of the 
best milis in Lancashire have joinedin the 
short-time movement, and are as anxious as 
others for ite suecess, a fact which can only 
be properly apprediated by those who know 
how heavy are the fixed ex- 
peuses of a spinning or manufacturing 
establishment, and how costly the process of 
lessening production. Asfor the erection of 
spinning mills, everybody in Lancashire 
knows that new mille, either being built or 
recently opened, are exceedingly few. Nor 
Can it de said that the present scarcity is due 
to any serious increase of consumption by 
English spinners. The average weekly de- 
liveries to “the trade“ from Liverpool are 
ne rly 1,500 bales less than last year. Even of 
American cotton English spinners have not 
taken within 1,000 bales per week of the 
amount taken in 1888. Still the ‘‘visible 
supply“ of American cotton Is less than it 
was twelve months ago. Why then should 
there be this year such scarcity as to force up 
prices to the famine point? The answer ie, 
said a leading cotton broker, that the con- 
tinental and United States spinners have been 
able by the better state of trade ip recent 
years to take a larger proportion of American 
cotton. Engiish spinners have thus to face 
‘eompetitors who are not compelled every 
autumn to resort to short time. It is certain 
that prices of cotton goods in the market sup- 
plied from Manchester can not de raised suf- 
ficiently to coverthe advanced priceof raw 
cotton and the fact remains that the markets 
| supplied by English cotton manufacturers are 
less elastic, lees responsive to an upward 
movement than those supplied by American 


and continental rivals.“

BALTI MORE, Md., September 7.—The Grand- 
jury for the May term, waoich to-day submit- 
ted its final report to the Criminal Court 
Judge, has been a most active one in prose- 
cuting violators of the liquor and gambling 
laws, and has so harassed these classes of 
law-breakers that they generally closed up 
their piaces. After advocating high license 
and the enactment of a lav requiring all 
places where liquor is sold to be closed at 


midnight and notto be reopened before 7 in 
the morning, the report says: 

„The social evil has had careful cons!idera- 
tion and we recommend thut it be licensed 
and put under medical supervision and on- 
trol. Asthe case now stands the law forbids 
these places, and yet through sume under- 
standing among the authorities they are 
actually licensed without being under con- 
trol. This we deem very wrong, for it makes 
it possibie for city officials to compound with 
these if they are iInciined te. But worse than 
this, it beips to bring into disrespect the 
law. If these peopie can defy and avoid 
the law by a compromise with the courts why 
may notthe gambler and the policy dealer do 
the same? While the law exists it should be 
enforced. We, however, regard the evil as 
unavoliable. It will exist while the worid 
Hence we wish to see it licensed and 
properly controlled. In its present form it ls 
a source of unteld evil. Statisticians affirm 
that more than 40 per cent of all the young 
men «rowing up in targe cities are unfit for 
the most sacred relations of life. This can be 
largely remedied when the places are licensed 
and put under rizid medical inspection.’’ 

Judge Dennis thanked the jury and indorsed 
their recommendations.

The Browns Refuse to Play Ball 
by Moonlight, — 


And Umpire Goldsmith Gives the 
Game to Brooklyn. 


A Contest Witnessed by 15,000 Brooklyn ites, 
in Which Stubbernness and Men-

WON’T PLAY BROOKLYN ANY MORE. 

The manager of the St. Louis Browns in- 
formed the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH corres- 
pondent to-night thatif the forfeit stands he 
will not play Brooklyn to-morrow, or any 
other game with them this season.

To make the method still more curious, the 
silver veins never paid, and the veins were 
cut off entirely by the divide between Eureka 
and Piacer guiches, while the Sunnyside vein 
outs boldly through everything and 
maintains its gigantic strength for 
nearly three and a half miles. 

The most important discovery, however, 
made by the Neptune is in the eighth cut. 
This is made neatly at the east end line. Here 
the lode is broken away, leaving a steep de- 
clivity for abont one hundred feet. The rock 
was quarried away, and in so doing over 
twenty-five tons of fine milling quartz was

THE INTREPID BRIDGE JUMPER GOES OVER 
NIAGARA FALLS. 


Tossed About in the Mad Whirlpool, Re 
Barely Escapes With His Life—An In. 
flated Kubber Suit and Cotton Padding 
His Only Protection—An Experience te 
Daunt the Stoutest Heart. 


NIAGARA FALIS, N. Y., September 7. 

TEVE BRODIE accom. 
plished the perilous 
featto-day of going 
over the Niagara Falls 
in a rubber suit. Bro- 
die and his party ar- 
rived at Clifton last 
night. There were 
Ernest Gerold, John 
Ledger, John McCarthy 
and Wm. E. Harding 
and several newspaper 
correspondents. They 
putup at the Waverly 
Hotel and registered 
under fictitious names 
2 ta in order to avoid sus- 
picion. Brodie’s suit 
was placed 200 feet 
above the Canadtan 
Falls last night ready for use. Inflated rubber 
tubes, ropes, etc., were also placed 
near the Maid of the Mist landing. 
Brodie left the hotel with the party at (a. m. 
John McCarthy and Ernest Gerold and Brodie 
went toa point 200 feet above the falls. He 
then stripped and had his body padded with 
cotton batting, then put on a rubber sult

and 78 inches around the chest, the headgear 
being also inflated, while two steel bands pro- 
tected his body. 

At 5:30 Brodie, with his paddie, entered the 
water. He caught the current, waved bis 
paddle to Gerold and McCarthy and a few see- 
onds later was shot over the center of the 
Horseshoe Falls, and luckily he was shot with 
lightning rapidity over the outside of one of 
the fal/ing volumes of water, and was quickly 
lost in the mist and foam.

Why some of the local traders are bearish 
on wheat is best illustrated by Joe Davidson. 
He figures out that for what you have to pay 
for a bushel of wheat you can buy over 
three and a halt busbeis of potatoes, two and 
a half bushels of onions, two anda haif 
bushels of corn, four bushels of oats, two 
bushels of rve, a wagon load of tomatoes and 
a car load of meions. He might have added 
that for bushels of wheat will pay for a 
whole barrel of corn meal. 
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One of the boys tells how he met a certain 
grain broker who was vosted upon how the 
iocal traders stood on the wheat market. Said 
the gralu broker: Ben Barnes is a bull, be- 
cause Ben buys wheat, and Ben told me he 
was a bull; consequentiy I know be is a pull. 
Billy Anderson is a bull, for he told some one 
on the car be was a ball, ud so l know he isa 
bull. Henry Vogelsang is a bull, for be already 
has wheat bought, and he told me I could sell 
allthe wheat I wanted to, but he wouldn’t, so 
Ikuow nes a bull.

Jack Frost put in an appearance last week, 
even prowling around in the cornfields of 
Nebraska, lowa and Kansas, but he didn’t do 
a mite of harm nor scare the shorts at all. The 
St. Louis signal officer says there is danger of 
much heavier frosts between now and Tues- 
day morning, but it will have to be very 
severe to alarm the bears. Except in Lilinois 
and Iowa, where the prolonged drouth is said 
to have inf some injury to the crop, the 
reports from the fleid continue exceptionally 
favorable and promise an immense yield. The 
Kansas crop, according to the State Board’s 
report, will reach 267,000,900 bu and most of it 
is now beyond all danger of frost. Locally,tne 
feeling bas been intensely bearish, and there 
is a big shortage in the market. The 
price bas declined dally since Tuesday, and 
yesterday cash sold ate, September at ie, 
October at 30e. December at 30c and May at 
Duc. So much lower its this market than 
Chicago that receiving bouses here haven't 
been able to buy any cora in the country ot 
late. A falling off in the receipte has taken 
place, last week’s amounting to 326,120 bu, 
aa inst 509,550 bu the preceding week and 
849,375 bu during same week last year. Hos 
ever, as the demand was poo, this falling off 
did not influence the market. Shipments for 
ast week were 177,763 bu, with about 75,000 bu 
oaded ont for export, where 332,460 bu was 
shipped the week before.

house is 57x113 feet and two 
stories bigh, in which are four engines, of 160- 
horse, 130-horse, 60-horse and 30-horse power, 
used to run the plant. In the voller-room 
are three immense automatic stoking boliers, 
the most powerful boiler made. The fertil- 
izing building is 80x40 feet, and one story 
high. The slaughter-house is 81x93 feet, five 
stories high, which is fitted up with the latest 
and most improved appliances for the hand- 
ling of hogs and cattle. 

The stock is driven up an inclined stairwa 
to the last floor where they fall into the hands 
of the butchersand are afterwards dumped 
into the scalding vats and pass through the 
scraping machine intothe shower-bath box, 
thence to the scaler and thence to the cooling- 
rooms.

FRIENDS OF THE AUSTRALIAN KLECTION 
SYSTEM IN ST. LOUIS NOT ALARMED, 


State Senator McGrath Says the Enactment 
| Is Invalid, but Its Framers Disagree— 

John F. Lee, Edward Cunninghant, Jr. ‘ 
and Charles Claflin Allen Against the 
Ex-Secretary of State. 


UITE a startling state- 

ment was made by ex 
Secretary of State M. 
K. McGrath with refer- 
ence to the new elec- 
tion law from which so 
much has been hoped. 
The ex-Secretary of 
State—now a State Sen- 
ator—is known popu- 
larly as the Chief Jus- 
tice, because of the 
uniform correctness of 
his judgments on the 
validity and application 
of statutory enactments. Having been Secre- 
tary of State for many years, be gained a very 
excellent knowledge of the legal machinery 
of the State, and his expressions on the value 
ef laws have had much respect accorded 
them. 

He now says that the election law which 
was framed on the Australian system of elec- 
tions isanullity.

Such a statement of necessity disturbed the 
friends of the law. The bill was introduced 
by Senator Sparks, but it was well known that 
it was drawn up by the Civil Service Reform 
Association of this city. The association 
having decided that the reforms of the 
Australian system, such as the freedom of 
nominations and the secrecy of the balloting, 
were necessary in Missouri referred the mat- 
ter to ite Committee on Legisiation, with in- 
structions to prepare a bill. This committee 
consisted of George A. Madill, Edward Cun- 
ningham, Jr., and John F. Lee. After a care- 
ful study of the Australian law,the English 
law and the laws of several States which 
have adopted the system these gentlemen 
prepareda bill. They spent a great deal of 
time over it and many consuitations,

They made their report to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the association and their draft was

adopted. The Executive Committee pro- 
cured the introduction of the bill into 
the General Assembly and watched its 


progress carefully. There were several 
amendments to the bill but it was passed sub- 
— | as presented. The bill provides 
that the ballots shall be printed by the coun- 
ties and imposes upon the elerks of the Coun- 
ty Courts the duty of receiving nominations 
and of preparing for the election by having 
the ballots properly printed and the election 
booths properly fitted. Limiting the applica- 
tion of the law the following sections were 
added as amendments to the original bill: 
Sec. 87. The powers and duties herein given to 
and imposed upon the clerks of the County Courts of 
the several counties shall be exercisedin reference 
to the city of St. Pouis and te Kansas City, and to 
any other city hereafter having a registration of vot- 
ers by the Recorder of Voters of suc ye 

Sec. 37a. Provided, the provisions of this bill shall 
apply only to all cities and towns of 5,000 inhabi- 
tants and over. 

Upon these two. sections is based the claim 
of invalidity referred to above.

Rules Inadequate 
tue Problem How to Avert Collision in 
Fair and Fes Wenther—How Danger 

and Distress Sigaa's Are Operated.

mystery to bim. As to the rules them- 

selves and the code of signals through which 

they are interpreted, he is usually profoundly 
ignorant. 

Tue International Code, which governs the 
vessels of ali maritime nations on the ocean 
highways, isa ponderous affair. Originally 
it employed numerals from one np to several 
thousand for the signals, and the number of 
words and phrases was limited to those likely 
to be used at gen. It was, in fact, a simple, 
yet fairly comprehensive cipher, based on the 
same principle that used by large mercan- 
tilefirms in transacting business by cable. 
As steam was introduced and great freight- 
ers and passenger vessels began 
to multiply, the code was found 
to be inadequate to the needs 
of commerce, and it was reconstructed ac- 
cordingly. In the place of numerals the 
Gighteen consonants of the alphabet were 
used, and with eighteen code flags and about 
thirty arbitrary signals it was found that no 
less than 78,000 distinct signals could be made 
by combinations. One, two, three or four 
flags are used in making the combinations, the 
latter being the maximum number under the 
code. 

This system, which aas been In use for many 
years, having been subjected to occasional 
revision, bas again been found insufficient for 
the requirements of the vast traffic of the 
maritime world, and is now to be remodeled. 
On October 16 there will be held in the city of 
Washington a conference of the maritime na- 
tions, each country being represented 

@y six practical seamen. This con- 
ference has been called for the 
stated purpose of revising 'The Rules 


of the Road at Sea’’ and from the comprehen- 
sive nature of the task before it, it is probabie 
that it willbe a prolonged one.

introduced inthe English navy in Queen Eliz- 
abeth’s time, was a very primitive affair. 
Good Queen Bess’’ found that her small 
but active men-o’-war were constantly foul- 
ing each other, andthat the loss from this 
cause was about as serious as from wrecks by 
storms. 80, in 1790, a regular day and night 
code was adopted. Many of the signals were 
arbitrary, but being recognized by the sea- 
men, 9 were quickly understood. Here 
are two of them:

From these and some fifty others have 
sprung the three great systems of signals now 
in use—the day Code, with its square and tri- 
angular flags and pennants, the night, with 
its lights and rockets and the fog signais with 
their whisties, horns, bells and sirens. 

It is not believed that the subject of fog 
signals will be takenup specially y the Con- 
ference, although in these days of rapid ocean 
travel and six-day trips to Europe it may 
well be considered an important one. The 
fog signals now used are whisties, horns, 
sirens and bells. The number and duration 
of the sounds are significant.

One very ingenious invention which will de 
laid before the conference for consideration is 
a dock to be used in connection with fog sig- 
nals. It workson the ston-watch principle, 
and is designed to measure the distances be- 
tween vessels by recording the number 
of seconds that elapse between the fog signal 
blown by each vessel. Thus, suppose two 
steamers or wage vessels are ina heavy fog 
off the Banks of Newfoundland,the captain of 
one vessel blowe hie foe whistle and simul- 
taneously touches the clock button; when be 
hears the answering fog signal from the other 
vessel he again touches the clock and it in- 
stantly stops ticking. The dial records the 
number of seconds that have eiansed between 
the signals.

GREAT many indoor

vented in imitation of 
or built upon the prin- 
ciple of our great na- 
tional game, base ball, 
but there & probably 
none that combines 
the simplicity, excite- 
ment and accuracy 
of the one which the 
SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH 
to-day presents to its 

readers. It ie so easy to learn that children 
and ladies who mayhap have never seen a 
real base ball game may grasp ite plan and 
Idea in a few moments and take as deep an 
interest in its details and result as the most 
ardent enthusiast who holds down a seat in 
the grand stand at every bell match. It may 
be played by two, three, four, a dozen or fifty 
people—the more the merrier, A plan will be 
found below whereby a series of games may 
be played and a counterfeit championship 
struggle decided.

WHEN AND WHAT TO EAT, ACCORDING TO 
DOCTORS. 


All Dyspepsia Net Caused by Eating—One 
Decter Thinks We Overeat—All Agree 
That Sufficient Time Is Not Taken for 
Meals—Fruit, Salads and Light Dishes 
Beneficial for Men of Sedentary Habits

New York, September 6. 
HAT to eat is a question 
that troubles every one 
more or less. Many say 
they can’t eat one thing 
because it doesn’t agree 
with them in some way. 
others say they can’t eat 
4 something else for a similar 
reason. Many people live 
entirely upon milk or liquid 
food. Others eat largely o, 
cereals and tarinaceous foods. Many limit 
themselves to plain diet, fancying that they 
enjoy better health by so doing, while others 
eat almost anything, and then declare tha, 
they have to suffer untold agony after ward. 
More persons suffer from dyspepsia in this 
country than in any other country. They 
try every remedy that is advertised and run up 
big bills with their various physicians and 
doctors, in taking advice for the remedy 
of this ailment, Several doctors who have 
been talked to on the subject of eating lately 
agree that a man ought to be able to eat any- 
thing that he fancies. In fact, one doctor said 
that a man’s digestive organs ought to bein 
such condition that he could eat shingle nails. 
They attribute dyspepsia not so much to eat- 
ing wrong kinds of food as from eating too 
hurriedly and paying too little attention to 
their meals when they are eating, and letting 
their mind wander away to businessand other 
subjects of the day. 

Dr. Alexander Lambert, the House Surgeon 
at Bellevue Hospital, bas given some atten- 
tion to the subject of eating. He said: 

„I think the trouble with people 
country is that 

THEY OVEREAT. . 
Tney don’t eat so often as the Frenchman or 
the Englishman; but when they do eat they 
usually partake of a large variety of food, and 
eat it as hurriedly as they possibiy can, in or- 
der that they may be kept from their business 
as little a while as possible. In this way they 
overeat. If they haven't time to sit down and 
eat an elaborate dinner slowly and carefully, 
then the best thing they can do is to eat a 
mall, plain meal, which they could easily do 
in the time that they devote to their elaborate 
dinner, and from which they would derive 
a great deal more benefit. I think that 
the best time for one to take breakfast 
is between 7 and 8 o'clock in the 


morning. Dinner should be had at about 1 
o’ clock if possible; that is, if time can be 
spared atl o’clock to eat the meal properly. 
— a Int luncheon should be bad at 1 
o’clock and the meal of the day at about 6 
22. Another light meal might he had at 
about § or 10 o’clock at night if one is hungry. 
I usually find that an orange oracracker is 
alll want to eat at that time. I think as a 
rule families of the better class eat very sensi- 
bly. They eat usually plain, substantial 
food, which is prepared in asimpie way and 
not spoiled by being made up into fancy 
dishes and highly seasoned. I think, — — 
that they make a mistake in not drinking 
enough water with their meals. Aman who 
leads a literary lite and one who is occupied 
at his desk and in his office all day should be 
careful what 
KIND OF A BREAKFAST HE EATS. 

It should not be too beavy. He should eat 
very little oatmeal, as oatmeal is heating. He 
might eat lightly of steak, chops, weak coffee, 
milk and fruit. A laborer, or one who is en- 
gaged in physical and manual labor, can éat 

eartily of oatmeal, bread and butter, meat, 
eggs, coffee and almost se pe that is 
strengthening. Inthe middie of the day the 
laboring man should have his dinner. The 
busy man who is down town must take time 
to have a ligut lunch. The habit of rushing 
out and getting something to eat, perhaps 
while standing atthe buffet, may not seem 
to do any harm just now, but by and 
by the effect wil be very serious. 
When this man has got through 
with his day’s work and his mind is at rest, 
he should eat his heaviest meal of the day 
his dinner. He should eat it carefully and 
slowly and pay attention to what he is eat- 
iug and to his meal generally. It is a mistake 
tor men to attempt to eat any meal and to read 
at the same time. Don’t go to bed hungry. If 
_— have been to the theater or out late eat a 
ixht meal before you retire. Highly seasoned 
foods ought to be generally avoided. Sweets 
should not be eaten as much asthey are. They 
hurt the digestion and spoil the appetite. 
Fruits and salads should not be taken too 
frequently. Eat more vegetables and less 
meats. 

EAT ANYTHING YOU MAY FANOY. 

Dr. Sara B. Chase of No. 226 West Thirty- 
ninth street thinks that everything that is eat- 
able ought to be eaten. She said recently: 

„Jam in favor ofa liberal diet, and believe 
that one should eat just what one fancies, in 
the poe of good, wholesome food, and that 
he should also take a great deal of sleep and 
rest. He should eat just what his stomach is 
strong enough to digest, and that should be in 
such a condition that he could take shingle 
nails without much trouble. Americans do 
not eat as much as foreigners do, Tue trouble 
with them is that they live in too 
great a state of excitement. They use 
their brain too much. They do not take 
sufficient time toeat, and do nottake nearly 
enough time to rest and sleep. This is the 
cause of so much dyspepsia. It does not arise 
so much from what is eaten as from the ex- 
citable and nervous condition of the brain. 
When the brain is out of order then the entire 
system becomes disorganized. I think Ameri- 
cans eat the right kind of food. They eat 
almost everything that is eatable and 
nourishing. 

Wy peeeen J with the first meal of the day, I 
should recommend a plain wholesome break 
feast. Farinaceous food is good; beefsteaks 
or chops, potatoes, plain bread and choco- 
late, would make a very good meal. Hot 
bread should not be eaten, as it is not easily 
digested. I should recommend that all high- 
ly seasoned food be laid aside, aud also 
strong tea and coffee. Many men are troubled 
about eating in the middle ofthe day. They 
have no time, they say, to go and take a meal 
2 Ithink those men had better go 

ungry. They are busy all day. Their brains 
are actively engaged, and while the brain is 
busy the food cannot be properly digested, 
and consegvently 

DOES THEM NO GOOD. 

Many lawyers, when they have a great case 
on their hands; many physicians, when their 
attention and time are occupied with some 
very important case, refrain from eating until 
the worry and nervous strain is over. arm 
ers should eat their heaviest meal in the mid- 
dle of the day. Professional men, literary 
and other men, who are employed at brain 
work all day long, should take their heaviest 
meal when they are through with their work, 
apd when . can sat deliberately 
and without i any mental 
strain, I it is inju- 
rious to going to 1 
in fact, I think it isa good time to. One 
should not eat 1 though. The nerves 
are tired and the whole system is wantin 
rest. A light meal just before sleeping would 
be very beneficial. It is nota good thing to 
go to bed hungry, and we should: always avoid 
going to sleep when wanting something to 
eat. To putalithis in a few words—eat just 
whatever you fa if your stomach is stron 
enough to digest it. whenever you wan 
to, provided you can do so without worrying 
about anything else and can devote proper 
time and attention to your meal. mericans 
ere great fruit eaters.

EATING AT NIGHT 

before retiring is a mere matter of hapit. It 
becomes a habit so that some can’t sleep 
without eating fret, and others if they eat 
can’t sleep. I believe that we should eat 
when we are hungry and sleep when we are 
sleepy. We wouldn't be sleepy if nature 
didn’t require rest, and we wouldn’t be 
hungry if nature didn’t require nourishment. 
Indigestibie food should be zeneral- 
ly avoided. These are hard to 
be specified, because what some peo- 
ple digest easily others cannot. An 
indigestible article of food is boiled cabbage. 
This takes four hours to digest while cold slaw 
only takes one hour. Tripe is hard to digest. 
Fried meats are always indigestible. Always 
have the meat broiled. Bread fresh and hot 
should always be avoided. Bread one day old 
is best. Highly seasoned foods are not gener- 
ally good, although some people must have 
them seasoned. What agrees with one will 
not agree with another. I think Americanos 
eat too many sweets, but they are a sweet- 
eating people.

As the men’s trousers and frock-coats 
have something ot a modern cut, if not quite 
the fit, the picturesque costumes are not seen

put in the fancy squares. All 
the work was done after their arrival, and re- 
quired a month and a galf.

Restau- 
rants of all shapes and dimensions are scut- 
tered everywhere. In one tea only is served, 
in another beer, and so op.

has kept a large force of 


workmen busy for a fortnight at Exposition 
Building. Tne Heisler complete central sta- 
tion plant, having a capacity of 700 30-candle 
power lights is already completed, 
showing the latest improvements 
in regulating apparatus, automatic cut- 
outs and fancy electrical fixtures. 
Electric welding machines, dynamos and 
mining machinery form costly displays, while 
the phonograph ,telegraph writing compasies, 
etc., are furnishing attractive features. 

Far larger electric contracts are under way 
outside of the Exposition, however. 

Considerable progress nas been made in the 
erection of poles and stringing of wires for 
the electric light system which will illuminate 
St. Louis after January 1. The Municipal Elec- 
tric Light & Power Oo., which has the contract 
for furnishing the are lights for the city, is 
erecting poles at the rate of 400 a week. It has 
1,800 poles already up, andthe remainder will 
be in position by November 1. Only the wire 
poles are being erected at present, as the city 
authorities have not decided on the exact 
height at which the lamps shall hang. The 
poling of the West End, and nearly all the 


North End of the city, is completed, and work 


is progressing rapidiy in the South End. The 
company has 200 miles of line wire in its ware- 
house and is receiving forty miles a week. 
The foundation of the Central Station at 
Nineteenth street and Missouri Pacific Rall- 
road tracks has been brought to the track 
level. The walls are of cut stone. 
The main building when completed 
will be 100x110 feet and four stories high. It 


will be stone, brick and iron and thoroughly 
fireproof. The first floor will contain the en- 
gines, the second the transmission machine, 
and the third the dynamos, while the fourth 
will be used as a repair shop, test and storage 
room. There will be 120 82 of thirty-five 
lights each to be run by eight 600-horse power 
Corliss engines. In addition to this there 
will be two 150-horse power high speed en- 
ines to operate the incandescent machines 
ring the day. The foundations forthe four 
engines are completed and the building, it is 
expected, willbe ready by Novemberl. The 
foundation of the boller-house has already 
been laid inatemporary storage building at 
Eignteenth and Gratiot streets until the main 
building is completed. 

The Missouri Electric Light & Power Co., 
which has the contract for the incandescent 
lighting of the alleys dnd public buildings in 
the south part of the city, has erected 1,700 
poles for alleys, and has strung about seventy 
miles of wire. This is about half of the work 
celled for in thé contract. The lamp poles are 
not up, as the points of location have not yet 
been designated. The City Hospital, Oity

have been supplied 
lamps, all are ready for 
ing. The compauy will put up 800 street and 
4,000 bullding lamps. Its plant is at the corner 
of Locust and Twentieth streets. The build- 
ing is a one-story brick, 84x166 feet. It will 
use four Sco horse power engines, aud four 
dynamos of 3,000 lights each. 

The Laciede Gas Co. is pushing the work for 
the incandescent electric lighting of the north 
end ofthe city. All three contractors state 
that their work will be completed by January 
1, and when finisbed St. Louis will be lighted 
by 2,000 arc lamps and about 1,600 incandes- 
cent lights. 

The St. Louis correspondent of the Western 
Electrician, referring to the progress being 
madein adapting electric motors to street 
cars in this city, says: 

Tne Washington avenue street car system’s 
extension from Vandeventer avenue west on 
Fairfax avenue to Taylor avenue, thence north 
to Finney avenue and east on Finney avenue 
to Vandeventer, making a loop, has been com- 
pieted in so far as the construction of 
the track is concerned. It is proposed 
to operate this loop by electricity and the 
erection of poles was commenced this week. 
A sufficient number of cars to meet the ex-

pected traffic on this extension have been 


sent to the shops for the purpose of adapting 
them to the change of motive power. These 
Oars will be in readiness bythe time the poles 
are.erected andthe wires strung. It is ex- 
pected if the experiment proves successful 
thatthe company will adopt electricity asa 
niottve power throughout the entire system. 

The new electric system on the Broadway 
line will be given a thorough test. The run- 
ning time has been reduced to two minutes 
between cars. The St. Louls & East St. Louis 
Electric Railway, which may be considered 
a sort of legal successor to the company now 
operating the stage line over the Eads bridge, 
has already been granted a franchise to extend 
its lines to the east endof the bridge. Work 
1 progressing on this electric road now 
at the foot of tbe east driveway ap- 
proach to the bridge. The system 
used is an overhead wire. Mr. Wuerpei will 
have this line ready for operation by the time 
the present repairs to the upper roadway are 
com pleted. his company is also seeking a 
franchise to extend its line to the stock - yards. 
A home company is also seeking the same 
privilege. As yet no franchise has been 
granted for a stock-yards road. 


The Electric Light at a Circus. 


It is interesting to know that electricity has 
been satisfactorily applied to temporarily 
lighting so difficult a structure as a traveling 
circus. This occurred in Cardiff, England, 


The difficulties attending the temporary in- 
stallation seemed at first almost insurmount- 
able, but they were successfully overcome. 
Careful tests were made before each perform- 
ance of each pillar and each flexible wire. 
Steam ba el tg up, andthe dynamo run- 
ning, with plict lamps, some time before 
the scene came on, so that all that had to 
be done when the pillars were in place was 

ring a gong as a final signal or 
warning tothe engine man, and then switch 
one group after another on first one side of 
the ring, then the other side, then the sun- 
beam and finally the arch of lamps over the 
entrance.

Sprinkling Electric Railways. 

An interesting device has been brought out 
by E. D. Priest of Lynn, Mass., that will be 
appreciated by electric raliway men. In all 
systems in which the rails are used as a part 
of the circuit, a perfect contact Is desired be. 
tween the wheel and the rail, but this cannot 
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means of proper mechanism the flow of 
water is controlled by the driver or motor 
man, being turned on or off at will. In cases 
where it is desirable to use the ordinary cars 
the tanks for carrying the water are iocated 
under the seats, and if this be on the motor 
car itself the added weight furnishes needed 
traction where one motor is used to tow 
two or three otber cars. ere desirable an 
independent sprinkling carcan be used to 
run over different parts of the road and keep 
the roadbed well watered. 


Profit in Motor Work. 


The question, What profit is derived from 
selling current for operating electric motors?” 
was recently put to the superintendent of a 


well known electric light and power station 
furnishing current to about 125 horse power in 
small motors. His answer was, 38 per cent 
net profit on the original investment. Part of 
his daily expense account for operating the 
motors only is made up as _ follows: 
Coal, $9; water, $1.20; waste 
oil, 10 cents; sundries, $3; la 
two men, 4. It is evident that the profit lies 
largely in the fact that the motors are numer- 
ous and small. The same quantity of current 
supplied to, say, four large motors of 80- horse 
| pe each would not yield any such return. 
nt even then there would be a much better 
margin than is suspected by those who have 
not yet looked into motor problems, or noted 
how Dei cage sad the varying call for current 
ractically doubles the capacity of the plaat 
or motive power purposes. 


Street Car Motors. 


The electric cars have now been in regular 
passenger service for a little over two years in 
Brussels, and a report has just been prepared 
of the cost of motive power during that time. 
The motive power includesthe renewal of 


batteries, the wear and tearon motors and 
machinery, the generating and storing of the 
energy and repairs and replacements gener- 
ally—in fact, every element that can be un- 
derstood by an engineer to be motive power. 
It has been found that the cost of motive 
power has been atrifie less than 8 cents per 
kilometer, or about ö cents per car mile; in 
this, the cost of maintaining the batteries has 
amounted to 13-5 cents per car mile. It may 
be of Interest to know that the estimate of the 
cost of motive power, as based on the expe- 
riences ofthe Julien Electric Traction Co., 
and prepared prior to the report at Brussels, 
aud without any knowledge of the cost there, 
is within afraction of being the same, The 
Julien Co. finds the cost of motive power 
on Madison avenue to be 5.3 cents per car 
mile. In the cost of motive power as 
estimated in New York, however, was in- 
cluded interest on investment amounting to 
1.8 cents or 3.5 cents per car mile net, inciud- 
ing depreciation on battery, cost of generat- 
ing current and bandling of batteries. 


Electric Registering Machine. 


Avery ingenious invention which should 
gain much popularity among the merchantile 
community has just been brought out by a 
firmin Bombay, India. It is styled the au- 


tomatic self-registering machine,’’ and has 
been introduced for the purpose of auto- 
matically registering goods of any kind re- 
quired to be stored in or removed from 
ships, railway trucks, etc., 80 as to 
prevent dishonesty on the part of 
persons employed in checking the delivery 
of such goods. By meansof this machine 
cheating is entirely frustrated, as the number 
of sacks or packages removed is reyistered on 
the machine itself, and is aiso conveyed by a 
telegraphic attachment to the office of the firm 
on whose behalf the work is being done. It is 
stated that one of the leading trading com- 
panies in Bombay has already given esers. 
Jost, the inventors, an order for several of 
these machines. 


Progress in Electric Lighting. 


As an indication of the endeavors made for 
improved methods of lighting it may be stated 
that there were 184 patents issued by the 
United States for electric lighting alone last 


year. In Massachusetts there are sixty-nine 
gas companies, with an aggregate capital of 
$12,194,000. The electric light campanies of 
the State number eighty-four, with $3,572,780 
aggregate capital, showing that in 
addition to the business previously 
done by the gas companies the electric 
lighting interest has already grown to more 
than one-quarter part of the entire extent of 
thatof the elder companies. In New York 
State there were ninety-two electric light com- 
panies, with a capital of $122,445,000. Since 
the establishment of electric lighting the 
rice of gas, which averaged for 290 cities 
$3.15 per 1,000 cubic feet in 1878, has fallen to 
$2, as determined from the average price for 
the same cities in 1837, a decrease of 33 per 
centin nine years. The cost of electric light- 
ing itself has also diminished in like propor- 
tion. Carbons have fallen in price from $50 
and $60 to $8 and $10. 


Electricity In Powder Mills. 


The German technical journals have re- 
cently published some instructions as to the 
precautions which ought to be observed in 
powder mills to prevent explosions attributa- 


ble to electricity. Ina large powder mil) in 
Germany an explosion lately occurred in the 
press room. <A workman engaged in pressing 
powder into cakes between sheets of 
ebonite, left his work during a thunder 
storm. When the storm was over he 
loosened the press, and, on puttin 

out his hand to remove the powder, a spar 

four inches long went through his body, ig- 
niting the powder and killing the man. The 
employment of insulating substances, such 
as gutta percha, ebonite, to., is therefore 
considered as liabie to lead to aceidents. In 
one of the principal powder mills of Germany 
the sulphur crushing machines are all put to 
earth, and since this precaution has been 
taken there has 
mysterions explosions which had previously 
proven so troublesome. f
